Dear  Dr.  Long: 

The  Biennial  Report  of  the  North  Carolina  Sanatorium  for 
the  period  ending  June  30,  1934,  is  submitted  herewith. 

The  work  of  the  Extension  Department  is  summarized  and 
there  are  separate  reports  for  each  of  the  four  divisions,  White, 
Children,  Colored  and  Prison. 

During  the  first  year  of  the  biennium  our  average  daily 
number  of  patients  was  398.32,  and  for  the  second  year  433.24. 
The  total  number  of  patients  treated  during  the  first  year  was 
925,  and  1,043  during  the  second  year,  and  the  total  number  of 
hospital  days  for  the  two  years  respectively  145,389  and  158,862. 

There  has  been  an  increasing  demand  for  the  services  of 
our  three  clinic  physicians  to  conduct  both  adult  and  children's 
school  clinics,  so  much  so  that  we  have  not  been  able  to  keep  up 
with  the  numerous  requests.  There  has  also  been  increasing 
interest  in  the  services  which  we  are  offering  to  colleges  to  give 
the  tuberculin  test  to  their  students  and  to  X-ray  the  positive 
reactors.  We  find,  too,  that  parents  appreciate  the  opportunity 
of  having  the  study  of  their  children  made,  both  in  the  schools 
and  colleges,  so  much  that  a  great  majority  of  them  are  willing 
to  pay  for  the  X-ray  films  of  the  positive  reactors.  This  is  true, 
even  of  the  colored  population  as  well  as  of  the  white. 

In  our  adult  clinic  work  we  find  a  tremendous  need  for  X-ray 
equipment.  Quite  often  the  most  careful  physical  examination 
will  fail  to  reveal  the  presence  of  definite  tuberculosis  in  the 
early  cases  and  sometimes  in  the  moderately  advanced  cases. 
The  recently  marketed  greatly  improved  fluoroscopic  screen  will 
reveal  chest  pathology  so  clearly  that  we  are  hoping  that  we  will 
be  permitted  to  secure  two  portable  fluoroscopes  for  the  use  of 
our  clinicians. 
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We  feel  that  our  monthly  paper,  the  Sanatorium  Sun,  is 
serving  a  most  useful  purpose  in  furnishing  authoritative  in- 
formation on  tuberculosis  and  in  arousing  interest  in  the  disease. 
We  are  asking  for  a  slight  increase  in  our  Extension  Department 
appropriation  for  the  next  biennium  because  we  are  especially 
anxious  to  increase  the  circulation  of  the  Sanatorium  Sun,  and 
especially  anxious  that  we  will  be  able  to  send  it  to  all  new  re- 
ported cases  of  tuberculosis. 

It  is  gratifying  that  in  spite  of  the  persistence  of  deplorable 
financial  conditions  the  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  has  con- 
tinued to  decline.  During  the  calendar  year  of  1933,  there  were 
2,103  deaths  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  in  North  Carolina 
with  a  death  rate  of  64.5  per  100,000  as  compared  with  2,200 
deaths  in  1932  and  a  death  rate  of  69.  During  the  first  seven 
months  of  1934,  however,  the  number  of  deaths  has  been  prac- 
tically the  same  as  during  the  first  seven  months  of  1933.  This 
may  indicate,  as  some  believe,  that  we  are  just  now  beginning  to 
reach  the  effects  of  the  depression  so  far  as  tuberculosis  is  con- 
cerned and  that  the  next  few  years  will  show  an  increase  in  the 
death  rate. 

We  feel  that  hope  for  the  control  of  the  disease  depends  on 
making  provision  for  the  hospitalization  of  active  cases  and  on 
increasing  the  facilities  for  a  study  of  the  contacts  by  tuberculin 
testing  and  by  making  physical  and  X-ray  examinations  of  the 
positive  reactors.  We  have  been  encouraging  the  counties  to 
make  provision  for  their  advanced  indigent  tuberculous  patients 
through  the  establishment  of  suitable  units  in  connection  with 
their  county  homes.  Within  the  last  two  years  a  few  of  the 
counties  have  made  such  provision.  We  are  urging  such  an  ar- 
rangement for  the  present  because  we  feel  that  it  is  not  likely 
that  any  of  the  counties  under  the  present  financial  conditions 
will  be  in  a  position  to  establish  a  first  class  county  sanatorium 
for  some  years. 

Since  we  are  permitted  to  reduce  our  minimum  charge  to 
50^  per  day  the  waiting  list  at  our  institution  is  so  long  that  the 
patients  have  to  wait  from  four  to  six  months  after  filing  ap- 
plication before  they  can  be  admitted.  Oftentimes,  patients' 
home  conditions  are  such  that  hope  for  their  improvement  de- 
pends upon  their  early  admission  to  a  sanatorium.  There  is  a 
tremendous  need  for  additional  sanatorium  beds.  We  feel  that 
it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  State  to  provide  beds  for  the  more

favorable  cases  and  for  the  counties  to  provide  beds  for  the  less 
favorable  cases  who  are  unable  to  go  to  private  institutions. 
Except  for  the  addition  of  another  wing  to  our  colored  build- 
ing to  accommodate  sixty  patients  we  feel  that  our  present  plant 
should  not  be  enlarged,  but  that  there  should  be  established 
another  sanatorium  somewhere  west  of  the  central  portion  of 
the  State.  Such  a  location  would  make  the  institution  more  ac- 
cessible both  for  diagnosis  and  treatment  to  the  people  in  that 
section  of  the  State.  Our  present  plant  has  also  reached  the 
limit  of  its  service  units,  heating,  electric  and  water  plants,  so 
that  there  would  be  little  difference  in  the  cost  of  establishing 
a  new  institution  elsewhere  and  adidng  to  the  present  institu- 
tion. It  is  greatly  hoped  that  within  the  next  two  or  three  years 
such  an  institution  can  be  provided. 

A  number  of  improvements  have  been  made  in  our  me- 
chanical plant  out  of  our  maintenance  appropriation  for  addi- 
tions and  betterments,  which  have  made  far  more  improved  and 
also  far  more  economical  plant  operation.  The  replacement  of 
one  of  our  smaller  engines  with  our  180-h.p.  Skinner  Engine  unit 
has  given  us  a  much  more  satisfactory  electric  current.  The  re- 
placement of  an  electric  with  a  coke  bakeoven  has  also  given  us 
more  economical  and  more  satisfactory  service.  The  installa- 
tion of  a  turbine  pump  in  one  of  our  deep  wells  has  enabled  us 
to  get  a  sufficient  and  much  more  satisfactory  water  supply  from 
this  source,  enabling  us  to  discard  entirely  the  use  of  surface 
water.  At  the  present  time  we  are  installing  improved  refrig- 
erating machinery  and  we  are  moving  our  ice  making  unit  to 
our  main  power  plant  so  that  its  operation  can  be  more  satis- 
factorily supervised.  We  are  greatly  indebted  to  Mr.  R.  N. 
Rothgeb,  Engineer  for  the  Budget  Bureau,  for  helping  us  to 
plan  and  effect  these  changes. 

During  the  last  year  of  the  biennium  we  succeeded  in  getting 
some  much  needed  improvements  made  to  our  lake  amounting  to 
a  little  over  $3,000.00  from  the  Federal  C  W  A  funds.  We  also 
secured  approval  of  a  request  of  $5,000.00  from  P  W  A  funds 
toward  the  installation  of  automatic  sprinkler  systems  in  our 
infirmary  and  in  our  colored  building.  Plans  and  specifications 
for  these  installations  are  now  being  prepared  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  contract  can  be  let  shortly.  Requests  were  made  for 
C  W  A  funds  for  a  number  of  other  projects,  one  of  which  was 
for  a  wing  to  our  colored  building,  but  they  were  not  granted. 
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In  May,  1931,  we  had  the  misfortune  to  lose  by  fire  the  por- 
tion of  our  dairy  barn  which  was  not  fire-proof.  Fortunately 
no  cattle  were  injured  and  there  was  sufficient  insurance  cover- 
age to  replace  the  barn  in  as  good  shape  as  it  was  before.  The 
origin  of  the  fire  could  not  be  determined,  but  it  is  probable 
that  it  was  due  to  spontaneous  combustion  of  the  hay  in  the  loft. 

We  are  greatly  in  need  of  additional  housing  facilities  for 
the  members  of  our  staff.  The  capacity  of  our  institution  has 
been  increased  more  than  25%  since  making  any  provisions  for 
additional  staff  quarters.  We  are  so  greatly  crowded  that  liv- 
ing conditions  for  the  staff  are  exceedingly  unsatisfactory  and 
we  will  not  be  able  to  continue  to  keep  the  well  qualified  spe- 
cialists which  are  so  necessary  to  the  efficient  operation  of  a 
modern  tuberculosis  institution  unless  more  satisfactory  quarters 
are  provided.  We  greatly  hope  that  the  four  physician  resi- 
dences and  the  two  residences  for  other  employees  which  are 
requested  will  be  provided. 

The  most  important  other  requests  which  we  are  making 
for  permanent  improvements  are:  a  wing  for  our  colored  unit 
and  a  wing  for  our  infirmary  at  our  white  unit.  The  wing  at 
the  colored  building  would  provide  for  sixty  additional  patients, 
an  elevator,  an  X-ray  and  an  operating  room  and  isolation  rooms 
for  very  sick  and  dying  patients.  The  wing  for  our  infirmary 
would  provide  isolation  rooms  for  sick  and  dying  patients,  mod- 
ern operating  room  and  other  much  needed  facilities.  When 
our  present  operating  room  was  provided  many  years  ago  it  was 
thought  that  tuberculous  patients  could  have  only  very  minor 
operations  and  that  all  operations  should  be  avoided  if  possible. 
Within  recent  years,  however,  it  has  been  found  that  surgery 
offers  a  great  many  patients  their  only  chance  for  recovery  and 
now  from  65  to  70%  of  our  adult  patients  are  getting  some  form 
of  compression  therapy.  Most  of  these  are  taking  pneumothorax 
treatment.  We  now  have  more  than  200  patients  taking  pneu- 
mothorax and  their  treatment  has  to  be  repeated  on  an  average 
of  every  week  or  ten  days.  A  great  many  patients  who  can't  take 
pneumothorax  on  account  of  pleural  adhesions  need  other  opera- 
tions, such  as  phrenicetomies,  thoracoplasties  and  pneumolyses. 
Our  present  operating  room  and  sterilizing  room  are  not  at  all 
suitable  for  these  operations  and  it  is  at  present  impossible  for 
us  to  have  thoracoplasties  done  at  the  institution.  It  is  also 
very  difficult  for  us  to  get  our  patients  in  other  institutions 
for  such  operations  because  none  of  them  can  afford  private 
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rooms  and  the  hospital  authorities  are  not  willing  to  place  them 
in  the  ward  with  other  non-tuberculous  patients.  If  we  had  a 
well-equipped  operating  room  we  would  have  no  trouble  in  get- 
ting competent  surgeons  to  come  in  and  perform  the  major  op- 
erations for  us. 

Under  the  capable  supervision  of  Miss  Martha  C.  Newman, 
Superintendent  of  Nurses,  our  training  school  for  nurses  has 
been  greatly  improved.  We  now  have  a  standard  three-year 
training  school  and  have  made  arrangements  with  the  Moore 
County  Hospital,  an  excellent  general  hospital  which  is  approved 
by  the  American  College  of  Physicians,  to  take  all  of  our  students 
for  their  third  year.  Heretofore,  we  have  had  to  depend  upon 
placing  them  in  three  or  four  different  hospitals  and  the  ar- 
rangement was  very  unsatisfactory. 

There  have  been  few  changes  in  our  staff  during  the  bien- 
nium.  In  October,  1932,  Dr.  J.  S.  Hooker  resigned  to  engage  in 
private  practice  at  Chapel  Hill,  and  in  January,  1933,  Dr.  W. 
B.  Hooks  resigned  to  take  up  some  special  hospital  work  in 
Philadelphia.  Dr.  C.  G.  Milham  and  Dr.  Alban  Papineau  were 
secured  to  take  their  respective  places.  Last  fall  we  were  all 
greatly  shocked  and  grieved  by  the  death  from  pneumonia  of 
Mr.  M.  E.  Rothgeb,  our  head  engineer,  following  an  operation 
for  appendicitis.  Mr.  R.  S.  Perry,  who  had  been  with  us  for 
some  years,  was  promoted  to  take  his  place. 

To  Dr.  S.  M.  Bittinger,  Assistant  Superintendent  and  Asso- 
ciate Medical  Director,  and  the  other  members  of  the  medical 
staff,  to  the  heads  of  all  other  departments  and  to  all  other  em- 
ployees of  the  institution  I  wish  to  express  my  deep  apprecia- 
tion for  their  hearty  cooperation  and  loyalty.  We  are  also  deeply 
grateful  to  our  many  friends  who  have  so  generously  provided 
entertainments  and  donated  radio  equipment,  books,  flowers  and 
many  other  gifts.  We  especially  wish  to  thank  the  Charlotte 
Film  Board  of  Trade  for  the  splendid  cinema  programs  which 
they  have  furnished  us  each  week  without  charge.  For  the 
splendid  services  which  you  and  the  other  members  of  the  Board 
have  rendered  the  institution,  oftentimes  at  great  inconvenience 
and  sacrifice,  and  for  your  kindly  guidance  and  hearty  support, 
I  wish  to  express  my  deep  appreciation.
